Ends With Disagreement With the 
Utilities Department, but Defends 
the Character of His Appointees.

JUSTICE COURTS REORGANIZE 
TO HAVE A PRESIDING HEAD. 


ODAY is the date set, under the 

T Gates bill, recently passed by the 
Legislature, for the amalgama- 
tion of the four Los Angeles township 
justice courts into one, with a pre- 
siding justice and four departments. 
The new order of things will go into 
effect tomorrow. ‘ 
The new law brings into being a 
system similar to that in the Superior 
Court. There will be no change in 
the jurisdiction or salaries of the jus- 
tices. The main changes are in tho 
equal apportionment of the work, the 
creation of the office of chief clerk, 
and, most important, that of presiding 
justice. 
For the latter position Justice 
Young, dean of the corps now in of- 
fice, will be chosen tomorrow, when 
the magistrates meet for organiza- 
tion. Justice Young is now serving 
his third four-year term on the bench, 
to which he was chosen first some 
eighteen years ago. He was born in 
Scotland, came to America while a 
boy, fought through the Civil War. 
and was admitted to the bar in Iowa. 
He came to Los Angeles twenty-three 
years ago. His term as presiding jus- 
tice will be one year. 
Under the old system, each court 
has had its own clerk and has con- 
ducted its own affairs, without any 
great regard to the others. Any plain- 
tiff has been allowed to file his com- 
plaint in the court that suited him 
best. This has resulted in congestion 
in some courts while others were a!- 
most idle. 
After tomorrow all actions will be 
filed avith the chief clerk, whom the 
justices will elect. For this position

TO BE BROUGHT TO LOS ANGELES

Today he received a tele- 
gram stating that the case was posi- 
tively one of rabies and advising 
that the threatened man be sent to 
Los Angeles. There have been many 
rumors of mad dogs in the San Joa- 
quin Valley recently, but so far this 


is the only authenticated case re- 
ported where a human life is in 
danger

The woodpecker has been selected as_ 
the emblem because of ita arduous 
labor in clearing the forests and or-— 
chards of various insects and destruo- | 


tive borers.

As many as sixty borers have been 
found in one dead fruit tree. Borers 
have been known to riddle a 2-year- 
old locust tree. Later ants get started 
in the abandoned tunnels and other 


insects help to destroy the wood. 


It is the woodpecker that saves so 
many of the trees of both forest and 
orchard. He began his work thous- 
ands of years ago, and unheeded by 
most men has been at it ever since. 
Now after a thorough investigation it | 
is found that to the woodpecker is due 
the fact that any trees are alive today 


in the State. 


The woodpecker busy at work when 
the sun peeps over the hill is a perse- 
vering bird, searches carefully and 
deals out punishment unsparingly. 
With the most perfect climbing appa- 
ratus ever invented, he gets over every 
part of the tree. He possesses the 
quickest of eyes and the quickest of 
tongues with which he destroys hun- 
dreds of eggs that are tucked away in 
crevices of the bark. Any one of these 
eggs would be enough to defoliate an 


entire branch. 


The woodpecker has ears that can 
hear the crunch of the borer as it eats 
in the heart of a tree. With accurate 
precision he locates the sound and 
pecks away at the wood until he lo- 


cates and eats the borer. 

There are eight species and eighteen 
sub-species of woodpeckers in Wash- 
ington that remain the year around. 
They scout the edge of the woods, pen- 
etrate deep into the forests and nest 
in the orchards. 

As the emblem of the Northwest 


the woodpecker can claim to be a | 


qualified resident, living here the year 
around, and he is American in his 
ways.—([Seattle Correspondence St.

Senses of Fishes. 

The thinking part of the brain, 
which in man is so developed, is very 
emall and insignificant in fishes, says 
the National Review. There is some 
reason for thinking that the activities 
of fishes are nearly all what is called 
refiex. A message is sent inward to 
the brain and the muscles at once con- 
Sensations are changed ‘into 
movement and actions take place 
without thinking. Reflex actions are, 
therefore, immediately suggested and 
directed by the influences of external 
things. 
Fear and anger are the chief emo- 
tions of fishes, and the search for food 
and for a mate chiefly occupy their 
activities. With so simple a brain it 
cannot be supposed that the whole 
range of their senses can be very ex- 
tensive. 
The eyes are probably the most im- 
rtant sense organs of a trout, and 

t has been shown by very interesting 
experiments that the majority of 
fishes seek their food chiefly, if not en- 
tirely, by sight. But a certain num- 
ber, such as the eel family, appear to 
hunt for it and Fecognize it by the 
sense of smell alone, while a few 
species are also aided by barbels and 
special organs of touch.

‘There are 
‘pome who boldly assert that fish are 
quite color blind. To this the zo-olo- 
gist may reply that there is nothing in 
‘the general structure of fishes’ eyes or 
im the microscopic structure of the 
retina to prove that this must be so. 

The difficulty is that we know little 
about the causes of color blindness in 
human beings. In man color blind- 
ness is congenital and incurable. It is 
probably due to unknown conditions| 
of the retina or the nerves or possibly | 
both. Whether the same conditions. 
affect fishes in the same way one does | 
‘not know. 

On the other hand It seems extreme- | 
ly improbable that fishes are quite in- | 
capable of perceiving color, because 
male fish are often more brightly col- | 
ored in the breeding season. Accord-. 
ing to a theory, which its still general-| 
ly accepted, this is to make them at- 
tractive to their mates, who must 
therefore be supposed to have some. 
perception of color. "The evidence. 
from experiments on color sense in a_ 
variety of fishes is entirely negative, 
that is to say, it goes to show that fish 
do not discriminate much between 
colors. 

The sense of taste does not appear to | 
be highly developed in any fishes. 
Most of them bolt their food quickly | 
and without chewing. Closely allied | 
with taste is the sense of smell. It is | 
clear that fish become aware of food 
without touch, vision or hearing | 
Whether this sense should be called | 
smell or taste in the case of an animal | 
living and breathing in the water is | 
dimflientt to decide. 

Smell to a fish would perhaps he ; 
equivalent to taste ata distance. We 
cannot argue from our own sensations. 
r ishes have, however, olfactory or- 
gans, and it is not unre asonable to | 
suppose that they should | 
things as they, indeed, appear to do. | 

There is plenty of evidence that | 
‘fishes perceive violent shocks or con- 
cussions, such as those caused by fir- 
rye guns or hammering on the bank. 
Hut there is no evidence that their | 
#ars are capable of appreciating those 
delicate vibrations which affect the | 
fenses of ourselves or other land ani- | 
mais and convey sénsations which we | 
mean when we speak of hearing | 
sounds To that extent, therefore, fish | 
are deaf. |

Ferguson was born in Scotland in 


1723, and went into the ministry. He 
was unusually clever and _ studious, 
and his divinity course was shortened 
from six to two years because of the 


splendid testimonials he presented | 


concerning his character, and because 
of his intimate knowledge of Gaelic. 
So, at the age of twenty years, Fergu- 
son was chaplain of a famous regi- 
ment, called the Black Watch. A 
couple of years later, at the battle of 
Fontenoy, the young chaplain rushed 
to the head of his company with a 
drawn sword in his hand and began 
to fight. When the colonel remon- 
strated with Ferguson, saying that his 
commission did not entitle him to 
such action, Ferguson threw his com- 
mission at the colonel's feet and went 
on fighting. He obtained great popu- 
larity with the soldiers of the regi- 


ment, especially because he gave all 


orders and commands in their native 
yaelic. 

Ferguson gave up the clerical pro- 
. fession and took up philosophy. He 
hecame a lecturer at Edinburgh, and 
his lectures were so interesting that 
‘they were attended by many outsiders 
Ile was interested in the life of the 
world, too, and traveled extensively.

FOGAZZARO’S LAST.

T IS difficult to judge Fogazzaro's 
it book, written just before his 

death. It is full of the spirit of 

resignation. Perhaps to be fair it is 
necessary to consider the book and its 
doctrines in relation to the whole of 
this great Italian's life and work. If 
one does this, the book must be con- 
sidered as a recantation rather than a 
tract—a recantation of the exploita- 
tion of modernism in I) Santo. ‘Leila’ 
is beyond doubt Fogazzaro’s tonges- 
sion to the authoritative claims of the 
Vatican; furthermore, it is the con- 
cession of an old man—*a man who 
knows he is to die and who writes 
lingeringly of the world he loves. It 
must be taken as a final expression of 
his faith. For at his age he could 
not hope to write another book. 

To judge the book purely as a novel 
one must show toleration. By the 
strict standards of novel writing—even 
, the standards which Fogazzaro him- 
self established—the book is verbose, 
and lacks dramatic instinct. It is, 
however, a serious, reflective and in- 
telligent novel in the Continental fash- 
ion, telling a story whose main plot is 
plausible enough, but whose trend and 
veracity are disturbed from time to

_. The new single volume edition of 
Poe's complete poems has an unusual 
history. When Poe was in the office 
of the Richmond Examiner in Octo- 
ber, 1849, a few weeks before his 
death, he had all his major poems 
and several of his minor ones put in- 
to type, and revised them more or 
less extensively. Changes in punctua- 
tion were made in almost all ww 
them. In two instances, several lines 
were added, and two poems were en- 
tirely rewritten. With so artistic and 
painstaking a poet as Poe, even 
added comma is important, and the 
altering of lincs and verses makes this 
edition, representing his final judg- 
ment and taste, the one which § all 
lovers of poetry will want to read 
and own. On Poe's death, these re- 
vised proofs came into the possession 
of a Mr. Thomas, a member of the 
editorial staff, then in turn were com- 
mitted to his successor, Mr. er 
Whitty, who offered them, together 
with his serivces as editor, to Hough- 
ton-MiMfliin Company.

Conan Doyle has just given added 
point to this bitter caricature by the 
publication a few days ago of his new 
collection of short stories under the 
title “The Last Galley.” From cover 
to cover this book of excellent stories 
is a preachment from Doyle's favorite 
text—that England is degenerating 
and that the British Empire is go- 
ing the way of the great empires of 
the past which allowed luxury and 
ease to sap their manhood. The title 
story tells of the defeat of the Carth- 
aginian fleet by the Romans and 
makes a Statesman of Garthage point 
the moral that ruin has fallen on the 
State because of its unpreparedness. 
A blind man could see that Carthage 
is only another way of spelling mod- 
ern England and that Rome stands 
for Germany. Then another story 
tells of the withdrawal of the Roman 
legions from Britain. A delegation of 
British agitators, who had been clam- 
oring for years for the right of self- 
government appeals to the stern old 
Roman general to wait awhile until 
they are better prepared to stand 
against the barbarous Scots in the 
North and Welsh in the West. He 
tells them that now they have got 
what they asked for and that “I and 
my men are for Italy.”

OF THE JAPANESE EMPIRE. 


Investigations and Comme 


nts of an American Army 


Officer—Wherein the Japanese Excel Us and Where- 


in They Are Inferior—Cavalry in Transition Stage 
_ But Authorities Are Working to Increase Strength. 


OKOHAMA, April 23.—-I have 
been making a study of the com- 
position of the Japanese army, 
and find that on a peace footing, it 
lis composed as follows:

As with the day, so with the years. Annually comes 
the morning of the seasons when nature awakes from 
a long sleep and springtime calls on all the forces of 
the world to be up and at work preparing for the heat 
of summer which is to turn bud to leaf and flower to 
fruit. Here again has human art been revealed in its 
efforts to portray the brightness of the opening spring, 


to make forever lasting the song of the brook, the 
morning hymn of the bird, the tender green of 
the opening leaf, the delicate beauty of the 


But art as well as philosophy has 
recognized the fact that. springtime with all its 
beauties is nothing of itself. The human _ soul 
rejoices in the bud because it sees the leaf within, and 
in the opening flower because it gives promise of the 
fruit in the time to come. But for the leaf that is to 
give shade from too ardent suns the bud would not im- 
press us. If the peach were not within the flower the 
beauty of the early orchard bloom would not be no- 
ticed. The “unprofitably gay” may please us much, 
but it is. beeause of associations with gay things that 
promise profit in days to come, 

Then what has poet sung or painter limned of the 
glories of the springtime that may not be more than 
matched in the productions of art devoted to depicting 
the mellow beauties of bountiful autumn? The wild 
flower by the wayside, the “cowslip by the river's 
brim,” has caught the eye of arts in all departments 
where the imagination finds room to play. The “banks 
and braes o’ bonny Doon” appeal to the singer and to 
the painter alike. But if the “stubborn glebe” turned 
by the peasant’s plowshare is inspiration to the poet, 
is not the same peasant, glorified as he bends to his 
task while the “harvest to his sickle yields,” as much 
so? 

If man goes forth full of energy and aspiration to 
his morning task, so he does in the springtime to scat- 
ter his seed in the well-tilled field, to prune his vines 
and clear his orchard of weeds. And if when the 
lengthening shadows fall he “homeward wends his 
weary way,” so teo after the toil of the ardent summer 
he gladly welcomes the gorgeous tints of the autumn 
woods, and sees without a sigh the leaves so bright in 
spring fall dry and sear in the autumn woods, while 
the sharpening air sings a melancholy refrain in the 
naked boughs above. Art is the expression of senti- 
ments begotten in the human soul by the objects of 
material nature, and “the melancholy days” of “naked 
woods” “that echo to the rabbit's tread’ employ the 
pen of the poet and the brush of the painter quite as 
frequently as do the fresher, brighter scenes of the 
opening year. One scene is full of promise. the other 
of fruition, and it is the latter that lends all the inspi- 
ration to the former. 

So old, so strong, are these impressions in the minds 
of men that the Hebrew had a tradition that when cre- 
ation was complete, as Adam was a mature man, so he 
was made in the evening of a perfect day, and that au- 
tumn with all its fruits and harvests, all its falling 
leaves and wealth of coloring, spread al] over the world. 

It may be amour propre that prompts man to set 
himself thus at the head of all creation and assume 
that all was made with reference to him. It does not 
seem so to us. We are not mystics, nor mere dream- 
ers. Let us deal with facts. It is a matter of fact that 
man does stand at the head of creation, and is its 
crowning glory. And as we assume al! creation to 
have been made with special reference to man and his 
needs, his aspirations and development, we would close 
this brief reference to the beauties of “parting day” 
and of the days of the year accounted the “saddest” of 
them all by working out a close analogy between man 
and the day he passes and the seasons in which he has 
his being. 

We have not too much temerity. We are not forget- 
ful of the greatness of our task. This has been made 
difficult because of the supreme greatness of the artists 
who have done the work far beyond any perfection we 
may dare to hope for. We can go back to Shakespeare 
and his picture of the great cardinal of the age of 
Henry VIJI of England and see Wolsey old and broken, 
disgraced and wretched, in the closing days of a career 
so marked by grand achievements, so full of great 
deeds. We might take up that perfect treatise on old 
age written by the eloquent master of classical] Latin, 
Cicero. To attempt to add a word to what the great- 
est of English dramatists and one of the greatest of 
all orators have had to say may be presumption. 

But there is always a word to add, and while we may 
not hope to reach the heights of the masters, there are 
always reflections of value the common property of 
our common race. Will it be necessary to do more 
than ask the reader to make comparison for himself 
betwgen the “shadows of the evening hours” of the 
closing day and the somber lights that play around the 
bead of the man of three score years and ten, after all 
life’s fitful passions have had their sway throughout a 
long and eventful life? Will it not suffice to refer to 
the glories of the autumn of the year with its rich 
harvests safely garnered where they will be safe from 
“the pelting of the pitiless storms,” of the winter fall-

Shall he 
go to his couch at the end of the day scourged like a 
galley slave afraid te face his fate, or shall he go as 
our own American poet Bryant has taught us—“Wrap 
the mantle of his couch around him and lie down to 
pleasant dreams’ Shall he not be indeed with the 
great of the earth? Shall not his bedfellows be the 
great, the greatest of all time? Whether he lie in 
Westminster Abbey or with kings in some great tem- 
ple, or “where rolls the Oregon,” will he not be where 
“the dead alone reign” in any case? And if the hours 
of his short span of life have been well Spent, why 
should he fear his fate? Were not the everlasting 
arms under him here at all stages of his progress? 
When he did his work well here was it not well with 
him, and did not his fellows shout. “Well done?” Is 
there any reason to fear the arms that upheld him 
here did not reach there, and that there will not be a 
word of welcome from those who went before? 

So let us whose life is entering the shadows think 
of the quiet of the falling evenings of our days, of the 
fruits of the harvests of our years, and anticipate a 
grateful rest, an abundant harvest, as our years all close. 
The shadows may be cold as the water of a lifeless 
river, but do we not know that even there the King 
still shepherds His sheep, and that no matter how 
chill the air, how dark the night, His rod and staff will 
comfort us?

That one of the largest two cliff dwellings in the Nav- 


ajo National Monument, either Betatakin or Kitsiel, be 
excavated, repaired and preserved as “type ruin” to 
illustrate the prehistoric culture of the aborigines of 
this section of Arizona. 

That this work be supplemented by excavation and 
repair of Inscription House, an ancient cliff dwelling 
in West Canyon. 

That one or more of the ruins in West Canyon be 
added to the Navajo National Monument and be per- 
-manently protected by the government. 
| “The Navajo National Monument,” writes’ Dr. 
Fewkes, “contains two kinds of ruins, cliff! dwellings 
and pueblos. Most of the latter are situated on promon- 
tories or on low hills. The architecture of the cliff

| of stone or adobe built against, rarely free from, vertical 
_faces of the cliff. The masonry of these northern ruins

“They may have been harassed by marauders, but it 
must be borne in mind that their enemies did not come 
in great numbers at any one time. Defense was not 
the primary motive that led the sedentary people of this 
canyon to utilize the cabins for shelter. 

“Avain the inroads of enemies never led to the aban- 
donment of these great cliff houses, if we can impute 
valor in any appreciable degree to the inhabitants. 
Fancy, for instance, the difficulty, or rather improba- 
bility, of a number of nomadic warriors great enough to 
drive out the population of Kitsiel, making their way up 
Cataract Canyon and besieging the pueblo. Such an ap- 
proach would have been impossible.

Hav 
ing suffered comparatively little from vandaiism these 
are among the best preserved monuments of the cliff 
dwellers’ culture in our Southwest, and if properly ex- 
,cavated and repaired they would preserve most valuable 
| data for the future student of prehistoric man in North 
; America. It is not necessary to preserve all of the 
ruins within this area, but it would be well to explore 
the region and to locate the sites of the ruins that it 
contains.”

PEAT AS A FUEL. 
In a country so richly endowed with mineral fuels— | 
-oal, petroleum, and natural gas-—as the United 
States, it would at first glance seem unlikely that peat 
should ever become a widely-used fuel, at least not for 
many generations. It true that European countries 
manufacture pear fuels the value of $19,000,000 or 
$12,000,000 annually, but is done for communities | 
that are remote from coal deposits. However, peat may 
yet come into considerable local use as a fuel in the 
nited States, and sooner, perhaps, than most people ex- 
pect. 

It is estimated by the nited States Geological Sur- 
very that of the great unreclaimed swamp area of the 
United States 8 per cent. may constitute workable beds 
of fuel peat. with a total content equivalent to 12,000,- 
000,000 tons of air-dry fuel. It is somewhat singular 
that the regions containing these peat beds lie almost 
entirely outside of the territory in which coal and other 
natural mineral fuels are known to exist in abundance. 
With the perfection of peat-briquetting machinery these 
beds may play no incorsiderable part in furnishing at 
least a supplementary or auxiliary fuel for local con- 
sumption. As a fuel peat is no makeshift; it ishighly 
efficient and desirable and the practicability of its use 
is controlled principally by the cost of production.—

LAST DAYS OF THE HORSE OMNIBUS. 


“Tt has become as near a certainty as anything human 
can be,” says the “Car,” “that the present year will wit- 
| ness the final disappearance of horsed omnibuses from 

London streets.” 

, Inquiries made by a representative of the Observer 
|show that this forecast is substantially upheld by ex- 
| perts on London traffic. One official extended the limit 
to a year from the present time, and predicted that a 
further three years would see the last hansom cab on 
the streets. 

How rapidly motoromnibuses have ousted horse om 

nibuses within the last eight years may be judged from 
,the following table, showing the numbers licensed in 
,each year since 1903:

At the present time there are about 1000 horse om- 
nibuses running in the metropolitan area; but the num- 
‘ber is steadily diminishing every month. The London 
General Omnibus Company, who own about three-quar- 
ters of these omnibuses, are selling off their horses 
roughly at the rate of about 200 a month; and hardly a 
_month passes without one or other of the smaller pro- 
prietors following their example. Of these there are 
about seventeen, owning from six to thirty omnibuses 
‘each, and plying in various parts of London and the 
suburbs.—[lLondon Observer.

All-Red Empire. 


GREAT BRITAIN’s PREMIERS WILL 
DEBATE ITs PROBLEMS. 


By Warwick James Price. 


HE coronation of the fifth of England’s Georges is 
L not the only event of the present year to be writ 

large in her imperial history. It will be far more, 
spectacular than any other happening, but it may be 
justly doubted if even that gorgeovs and historic cere- 
mony will, in the long years to come. exert so broad and 
deep an influence upon Britannia life as will a certain 
conference of statesmen which convenes tomorrow. 
On Monday, May 22, Henry Herbert Asquith, Prime 
Minister of the United Kingdom. will call to order the 
Third Imperial Colonial Conference of the premiers of 
England's self-governing dominions, and for the best 
of a full month following, the representatives of those 
four peoples—voicing in their debates the bopes and 
plans of fully 15,000,000 subjects of the British rule. 
dwelling in territories aggregating more than 7,250,- 
000 square miles—peoples moreover, to all intents and 
purposes, independent powers of the present-day world 
——-wWuUl labor to bring about and perpetuate a closer un- 
ion between the several sections of the globe-encircling 
“All-red Empire.” 

The first meeting of this sort occurred in 1897, « ten- 
tative, almost meaningless gathering, save in so far as 
it pointed the way to what was to follow. In 1907, with 
Edward VII seated on the throne of Victoria and the 
devastating South African’ struggle a thing of a regret- 
table past, the second conference came together, and 
it was then decided that these meetings should be 
quadrennial, and that the mighty over-seas daughters of 
the splendid English family should at such seasons 
meet on equal terms, with one vote to each dominion, a 
simple majority to decide any moot point. Under such 
conditions, mutually understood and accepted, tomor- 
row's congress begins its labors. 

Only those dependencies which are autonomous have 
sent their leaders to the great, gray metropolis of the 
Anglo-Saxon world. India and the socalled Crown 
Colonies, to which goverrors are appointed by the 
monarch, are not “officially” present, though in several 
instances, through the purely persona! intimation of 
Mr. Asguith, leading men of one or the other will at- 
tend, where it is believed they can throw helpful light 
upon this or that matter to be brought under consid- 
eration. Thus it is reported that Sir Ralph Williams 
of Newfoundland and Leslie Probyn of Sierre Leone 
will figure at some of the sessions. The chosen few 
are Canada, which rounds out the forty-fourth year 
oi her self-governing existence wita the first day of next 
July; Australia, just ten years old; 
yet tour; and the Union of South Africa «the “Junior 
U.S.A.",) which is but a babe in arms were calendars 
to count, for she came into her self-controlled existence 
only last July.

Affairs, to take the place of the present Cabinet officer 
known as Colonial Secretary; (5) a final court of ap 
peal for the empire; and (6) an imperial! council, upon 
which all constituent parts of the empire shall be rep- 
sented. The first of these is a matter demanding in 
stant and serious consideration; the uardships endvred 
by Hindu and Mohammedan emigrants to Canada 
South Africa and Australia have been real and exceed 
ingly trouLlesome. The labor exchanges in Eneland 
proper are working well enough to warrant their ex 
tension to the colonies, and the establishment of an im

The United States will feel peculiar interest in the 
consideration to be given the so-called “Declaration of 
London.” Two years ago, in the February of 1909. dele 
gates at a naval congress of the great powers, sitting in 
London, proposed a certain code as to prizes in naval 
warfare, conditions of naval blockades, and cargoes 
which shall be held contraband or not. and this ever 
since has been before the respective home governments 
there represented for official indorsement. in addition 
to this country and Great Britain, Germany. France, 
‘Japan, Austria, Italy, Russia and Holland were signa- 
tory to the “Declaration.” which. in case of its final 
adoption would govern the future actions of the Inter 
national Prize Court established at the last Hague 
Peace Conference. All these nations have agreed to 
the terms suggested save only England, and she has 
held off from a definite affirmative (though the matter 
seems quite thorough!iy approved in the United King- 
dom itself) because of the opposition which has arisen 
from some of her great dependencies. This month's

Almost al! of the actual care of children is 
turned over to servants, who are expected to humor ev- 
ery whim of their charges. The existence of sharp 
caste distinctions and the preponderance of a slave-like 
element make a great difference between the atmos- 
phere of American and of Mexican homes. In the lat- 
ter, the children are little tyrants over those who serve 
them. Middle and upper-class parents do not educate 
their offspring to respect and engage in wholesome 
labor. There is a notable absence of discipline in the 
training of children. These conditions. combined with 
the naturally self-indulgent temperament of a southern 
people works injury especially to the sons 

For the Mexican woman, a religion complex with 
forms and ceremonies takes the place of other interests 
outside her narrow domestic life. The connection be- 
tween the church andé the Mexican home life is a most 


Catholics. They accept unquestionably all the tenets 
of the church, revere the Virgin of Guadalupe, the 
patron of Mexico, and dwell credulously upon the numer- 
ous peculiarly Mexican miracles. They go oftener to 
mass than to any other place—the churches are open 
all the time—and there pour out their sorrows in prayer 
and confession. A stranger pauses to consider the 
thorouch hold of the church with the people on obsery- 
ing that a home of one room even, among the lower 
classes will have its humble altar and votive candle or 
lamp. Wealthy families have their private chapels, 
lavishly furnished. while mothers and daughters spend 
long hours lovingly embroidering saints’ robes, vest- 
ments and altar cloths for the public churches. 

The effort to define the temper and essential char- 
acter of Mexican home life, to analyze its atmosphere, 
results in fastening upon four elements—the effects of 
the tropical or semi-tropical climate; the secluded life 
of women, in accordance with Spanish tradition; the 
intimate connection between the Catholic religion and 
the home and perhaps more potent than any of these, 
the unbroken caste distinctions of Mexico

OF RARE INTEREST. 
By ernest Braunton. 


EARLY every child knows the azure-blue forget- 
N me-not of the garden, and all Californians are fa- 

miliar with our wild ones, both white and yellow. 
But we have one native to the northern part of South- 
ern California that far surpasses any of these tiny flow- 
ers on tiny plants. The writer. well remembers his first 
sight of the “Western Hound's Tongue” while botaniz- 
ing a few miles from San Luis Obispo. The lower part 
of a hillside was covered with the giant plants, fully 
three feet high, covered with spikes of large, dark 
metallic blue, a color seen nowhere else except in cin- 
erarias. The botanical name of this plant is Cynoglos- 
sum grande, the first name meaning “hound’s tongue,” 
from the shape of the leaves. Nearly all the flowers 
we know in this natural order (Borraginaceae) look 
much alike and the spikes are rolled up snail-like. 
Most of those we see are natives and are lowly plants, 
but the garden heliotrope is one member that is more 
ambitious. Yet in appearance and dignity of carriage 
all other members are surpassed by the Echiums, one 
of which, found in the eastern part of our country, re- 
joices in the pleasant name of Viper’s Bugloss

son for Believing we have many localities in the south, 
especially along streams, where it would prove a very 
interesting tree and bear cherries to compare with those 
of the eastern States. Its requirements are similar to 
those of the black walnut. " 

The black cherry will grow fairly well oh dry situa- 
tions, but it is only in the moist, well-drained, rich soils 
of mild climates that the maximum development is 
reached. The tree thrives on bottom lands, yet makes 
a moderate growth on sandy or rocky upland if the soil 
is penetrable. In the Middle West it has had variable 
success as a forest tree, though on the whole the re- 
sults have not been encouraging. The tree can endure 
'moderate shade. 

The rate of growth is largely dependent upon climatic 
and soil conditions.

HE thanks of The Times are due the many read- 
T ers of this department who have been good enough 

to send in records made by their respective hens 
in the matter of eggs produced. For the most part 
these all go to show that when poultry is properly han- 
died, it will yield as good a crop of hen fruit in Cali- 
fornia as in Kansas or Missouri. In this week's mail 
there have been rereived from Theodore E. Peiser, of 
Los Angeles, the particulars of some remarkable per- 
formances with the great American business hen, the 
details of which are here given in Mr. Peiser’s own 
words: 

“W. A. Bean's thirty hens (he did not state breed, 
laid, in 1909, 3955 ezes. This is an average of 10 11-12 
per month, or 131 for the year; and in 1910, 4212 eggs. 
averaging 11 2-3 per month or 140 2-3 for the year. 
Besides which they hatched out 150 chicks each year, 
also six pvllets laid 630 eggs in eight months, which 
was 105 each for that period, or 13 1-8 per month each, 
besides hatching two broods of chicks. 

“This is a good showing. Maybe my experience 
would not be uninteresting. October 23, 1905, I bought 
ten Barred Plymouth Rock chicks, one month old. Half 
of them turned out to be males, the other five when 
five months old (February 28) began laying. In twelve 
months they |aid 840 eggs, an. average of 168 each, or 
14 per month. I set none of their eggs myself, but 
others did. They hatched well, and all the chicks grew 
up fine and vigorous, excepting accidental deaths. 

“The latter part of May, 1906, one of my hens hatched 
out seven chicks from a setting of purchased eggs. Five 
turned out to be males. The two pullets began laying 
November 13, and up to February 28, had laid 84 eggs 
(seven dozen.) 

“From February 28, 1906, to February 28, 1907, the 
seven hens notwithstanding being moved twice, both 
times to places where they had poor accommodations— 
laid 756 exes. an average of 105 5-7, or nine per month. 

“These results were obtainet]l in Seattle, and not- 
withstanding January, 1907, was extremely cold (from 
20 degrees F. to 8 degrees F. below zero, an exception- 
ally severe winter,) the five hens laid forty-seven eggs, 
the two pullets. as stated above, laying twenty-five 
egzs besides, making seventy-two in all. The regular 


Economic Water-fow! Culture. 


— 


In aquatic fowl grown in California along commer- 
cial lines we have ducks and geese. Of each of these 
there are a number of varieties, but fof our purpose, 
the White Peking and Indian Runner ducks are easily 
in the lead, with possibly the Rouen and Alesbury as 
second choice. In geese the breeds are practically 
| limited to two, viz., the Toulouse and the Embden, with 

the former in the lead. Duck culture has during the 
/past few years attained some commercial importance, 
‘especially in the Bay counties of the State; in the Sac- 
ramento and San Joaquin valleys it is still in the ex- 
petimental stage; in Southern California, it is, how- 
ever, more advanced. Ducks are of comparatively easy 
culture, because they stand confinement and are 
comparatively free from disease and insect enemies; 
they grow rapidly and are easily managed. To a large 
‘extent the “water wagon” has been denied them—at 


‘least free daily access to it—because inimical to rapid 


production of heavy, nicely fatted carcass. An occa 
sional dip, however, is advisable as tending to keep 
the birds cleanly and in robust health. 

The basic principles of commercial duck culture are 
well staféd by A. E. Vandervoort in a late article in 
Farm and Fireside, from which we glean the following 
salient potats, as applicable to Pacific Coast condi- 
tions: 

Two points are essential for the foundation of a 
profitable duck flock: The eggs must be from strong, 
healthy breeding stock, and they must be well 
hatched. 

Duck eggs require four weeks to incubate. They 
usually begin to pip the shells on the twenty seventh 
day and they should all be out by the evening of the 
twenty-eighth day. You will observe that they are 
unlike chickens who come out of the shells very soon 
after they are pipped. Sometimes ducklings will break 


the shells twenty-four hours before they hatch out; they 
require more time than chicks. 

If an incubator is used, keep the temperature as near 
103 degrees as possible, turning the eggs twice a day 
and allowing them to air or cool once a day, till they 
feel quite cool to the touch, but still warm when ap- 
plied to the cheek. After the twenty-sixth day they 
will need no more turning. When they begin to pip the 
shells, the temperature may be allowed to rise to 104 
degrees, but no higher. The increased heat will help 
the ducklings in their efforts to liberate themselves. 

Let the ducklings remain in the incubator from 
twelve to twenty-four hours after hatching, to dry off 
thoroughly and become strong on their feet, before re- 
moving them to the brooder, which should be heated to 
about 90 degrees previous to receiving them. Keep 
the temperature at 90 for the first week, then it may 
be gradually lowered about five degrees each week. 

After the fourth week they will not need much arti-

“My experimental work extended over to August, 
1908, when | was compelled to relinquish it on account 
of circumstances over which I had no control. But in | 
the entire twenty-nine months, there was no sickness 
of any kind. No frosted combs. No vermin. My hens 
moulted in their first vear in three weeks, and in the 
following week averaged 5 1-5 eggs each. 

“The highest number of eggs they averaged in one 
month wags 19 3-5 each, the lowest (January, the cold 
month,) 9 2-5. This was in their first year. In their 
second year they started off with over 20 each No 


egg foods (socalled) condiments, nor any kind of 
stimulating (ovary-irritating) material was fed, and 
not much meat, or beef scraps. As most of the eggs 
were sold for settings, at 50 cents per setting of 
twelve. The real value was $7 per hen. Deducting 
the value of the feed ($1.20,) left $5.80 net profit, per 
hen. But I prefer estimating from the market rate of 
value.” 

In the same mail was also received the following 
from Mrs. Frank L. Dodge of this city: 

“IT herewith submit for your columns the result of 
keeping a pen of six Barred Rock hens at my home in 
Los Angeles. As pullets 7% months old they began to 
lay on the 14th day of October, 1910. For the follow- 
ing six months ending April 14, 1911, they produced 
672 eggs. During that time one raised a brood of chick- 
ens and was out of the laying game seven weeks. The 
cost of the feed for that time was $7.95, besides the 
zreen feed which we raised on the lot, such as lettuce, 
cabbage leaves and clover from the lawn. They were 
fed this green feed as regularly as they wer® grain. 
We sold 261 eggs for $7.52; the remainder were con- 
sumed by the family. Had we sold all of the eggs 
at the same price the cash returns would have been 
319.35.

At 
three weeks old they should also have cut grass or 
clover meal, in bulk about one-third, though if the duck- 
lings can have green grass in their yards they will 
pick up all they require. Never leave feed to sour in 


the troughs. 


To keep the ducklings from wandering use movable 
fences made of twelve-inch boards with stakes driven 
on either side keep them in place. These can be 
changed once a week to fresh grass ground. If you 
have not grass ground enough, a good green food 
can be quickly grown by sowing rape. broadcast. Do 
not allow the young ducks to have water to swim in, 
as they will not grow so rapidly nor fatten so quickly 
and their meat will not be so tender. Always keep 
fresh water before them, however, to drink and dip 
their heads in, especially at feeding time, as they must 
have drink while eating. ; 

Ducks must also have shade in the warm summer 
months. If you have no shade trees drive posts to 
project about two feet above ground and nail poles 
or slats horizontally on top, covering them with boards, 
canvas or anything to keep off the scorching midday 
sun. 

Ducks that are fed and cared for by this rule will 
dress from three and a half to four and half pounds 
when eight weeks old, and should be marketed when 
not older than ten weeks, as they pluck more easily, 
lodk nicer and bring a better price in the’ market than 
at any other time. Keep their roosting places well 
cleaned, as they will lose as much by roosting in a

The carnation, or, to express the name in strictly 
_ botanical terms, Dianthus caryophyllus, is. according to 
| London, a native of Southern Europe, and has been 
found growing naturally in. England. The generic 
name, Dianthus, is compounded of two Greek words 
|meaning the flower of the gods, which has led certain 
writers to call it the Divine Flower. a name that might 
well be exchanged for one more simple and comprehen- 
sible. The specific name, caryophylius, has reference | 
to the clove-like fragrance of the flowers: while the 
‘common name, carnation, has- for its base the Latin 
word “carnis,”’ meaning flesh, in allusion to the pink or 
fiesh color of the flowers in their wild state. 

There are many different species in the genus Dian- 
thus, including the familiar Sweet William: but the one | 
that most nearly resembles the carnation in appearance | 
_is the pink, with its several varieties. 
| Where it grows naturally, the carnation has single 
| flowers, about one inch in diameter, having but five pet- 
|als; but variation, selection, and cultivation have so. 
changed its character that flowers four inches in diame- 
|ter are now produced, having a very great number of 
petals. 

The ordinary garden carnation is a hardy perennial 
that blooms but once a year; the florist’s carnation otf 
today is undoubtedly the result of changes that have 
_taken place in its habits, through selecting and culti- 
_Vating the most promising plants produced by natural | 
Variation. 

The development and improvement of the carnation 
have taken place within a comparatively recent time. 
| both as regards the size, color and quality of its flow- 
ers and the number of desirable varieties. Thirty or

“Fate a most interesting way of leveling all 
thines. Those with the advantage today may find 
themselves at a disadvantage on the morrow. 

“The members of the medical profession, particularly 
those belonging to the old school, have for years en- 
joyed special privileges, taken from the people without 
giving anything in return. All signs now seem to in- 
dicate the publie will again come into its own; will not 
only retake the privileges filched in the past, but will 
‘in addition hold the profession to stricter accountabil- 
its omissions as well as commissions. 

“One last word. Those in favor of medical liberty 
should be made aware of the fact that the Owen bill in- 
/ troduced in the present Congress is as dangerous to our 
liberties as was the Owen bill of the last Congress 
The present bill, if enacted into law, will surely serve 
as a foundation for more drastic legislation. Provide 
a Department of Health and its officials will see to it
